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The Fatimid Theory of State 


"NO BETTER EVIDENCE IS NEEDED TO SHOW 
THE LATE ORIGIN OF TRADITIONS WHICH 
REPRESENT THE PROPHET OR ALI, AS RECIT- 
ING THE NAMES OF TWELVE IMAMS WITH DE- 
TAILS OF THEIR LIVES, THAN IS AFFORDED 
BY THIS RECURRING PROCESS OF SUBDIVID- 
ING, BECAUSE OF UNCERTAIN ITY, AS TO 
HOW TO PROCEED OR WHOM TO FOLLOW", 
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" Paradoxically enough the majority of the 

descendents of the prophet belonged to sunnism 
*and conlinue to do so until to day" 
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"For me vast majority of the Islamic community, 
which supported the original caliphate, the com- 
panions (Sahaba) ot the prophet represent the 
prophets heritage and the channel through which 
his message was transmitted to latter generations. 
Within the eady community the companions occu- 
pied a favoured position and among them the first 
four caliphs stood out as a distinct group. It is 
through the companions that the sayings (Hadith) 
and manner of living (Sunnah) of the prophet were 
transmitted to the second generation of Muslims. 
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
